GENERAL  RULES. 
Follow  copy  closely  in  the  body  of  the  card. 

Follow  strictly  the  orthographical  usages  of  each  language.    This  disposes  of  the  question  of 
Ltalization.  . 
Particular  care  must  be  taken  to  preserve  the  archaic  forms  in  titles  of  old  books  in  all  languages. 
In  titles  of  books  dated  prior  to  1500,  follow  copy  literally.

Where  entries  are  made  by  first  word  of  title, 
articles,  prepositions,  and  conjunctions  are  not 
taken  into  account  in  the  alphabetic  arrangement. 

Authors  and  subjects  of  the  same  name  will  be 
arranged  with  the  subject  first. 

Hyphenated  words  are  to  be  treated  as  one 
word,  but  not  compounded  names  without  the 
hyphen.

Capitalization . 

The  use  of  capitals  for  common  nouns  in  Dan- 
ish is  no  longer  universal.    Follow  copy. 

All  nouns  in  German  are  capitalized,  as,  also, 
adjectives  derived  from  names  of  persons  and 
cities,  but  adjectives  derived  from  names  of  coun- 
tries are  printed  with  small  initials. 

In  French,  all  adjectives  derived  from  proper 
names  are  printed  with  small  initials;  this  ap- 
plies also  to  Italian,  Spanish,  and  Portuguese. 
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Names  of  the  months  and  the  days  of  the  week 
are  printed  with  small  initials  in  Frein 


ish,  Italian,  and  Russian.

In  the  foregoing  example  it  will  be  noticed  that

and  "Artery  (Iliac,  External)".  This  is  done  in 
order  to  avoid  the  repetition  of  "Ligature  of" 
after  each  of  these.

The  letter  C.  (Hush  to  the  right  at  end  of  card  ) 
indicates  Congressional  Library  deposit,  and  will 
be  omitted  except  in  Author  (Brevier  Title)  cards. 

Dashes. 

Instead  of  repeatiug  the  name  of  an  author  a 
dash  is  used,  with  a  period  immediately  follow- 
ing it. 

In  Brevier  cards  the  dash  and  period  are  fol- 
lowed by  an  em  quad,  while  in  Nonpareil  they  aro 
preceded  and  followed  by  an  en  only. 


In  Author  and  Subject  cards,  several  dashes 
may  occur  together ;  in  such  cases  the  comma  is 
used  in  the  same  manner  as  if  names  were  given 
in  full,  except  before  the  "  &  ",  where  no  comma 
is  nsed.  The  following  are  cases  in  point:

Where  two  or  more  dashes  are  used  alone  the

An  em  dash  is  used  to  separate  journal  entries. 
This  dash  should  never  begin  a  lino. 


Division  of  words. 

In  dividing  English  words,  follow  Worcester's 
Dictionary. 

For  the  division  of  words  in  foreign  languages 
no  invariable  rule  can  be  prescribed,  but  it  is  safe 
generally  to  divide  altera  vowel. 

In  Hungarian  where  compound  letters  are 
doubled  and  one  dropped,  the  letter  dropped  is 
replaced  on  division,  thus:  ccs,  cs-cs;  ccz,  c/.-cz; 
ggy,gy-gy;  lly,  ly-ly;  nny,  ny-ny;  ssz,  sz-sz.

Finnish  and  Swedish. 

In  Finnish  and  Swedish,  a  and  S  are  never 
printed  a  and  S.

In  modern  German,  ae  becomes  «,  and  oc  becomes 
o,  except  at  the  beginning  of  nouns,  and  in  the 
names  of  persons  and  publications,  and  in  titles  of 
old  books,  where  copy  is  to  be  followed.  In  pure 
Latin  words  occurring  in  German  entries,  ee  and  cr 
are  preferred. 

Only  the  first  noun  in  Latin  phrases  in  German 
entries  is  capitalized. 

"v."  before  a  proper  name  is  to  be  changed  to 
"  von". 

The  contraction  "No."  is  always  capitalized  in 
German. 

All  nouns  are  capitalized  in  German. 


Given  names. 

Forenames,  and  initials  for  such  names,  are 
always  enclosed  in  parentheses ;  a  period  is  not 
used  after  the  parenthesis  unless  the  name  bo 
spelled  in  full. 

In  Subject  (Brevier  small  cap.  and  Nonpareil 
journal)  entries  only  the  initial  or  initials  of  an 
author's  Christian  name  are  printed,  unless  the 
author  be  a  woman,  in  which  case  such  name  or 
names  are  given  in  full. 

French  given  names  are  connected  by  hyphens. 
Thus:    Audouard  (  Mathieu-Francois-Maxime). 
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Greek. 

Translations  are  omitted  in  Greek  titles. 

The  first  word  of  the  title  of  (h  eck  articles,  and 
of  Greek  journals,  etc.,  when  they  appear  in  their 
proper  alphabetical  place  in  the  Catalogue,  will 
be  transliterated,  and  when  reference  is  made 
from  the  editor  to  the  Greek  journal,  etc.,  the  first 
word  of  the  title  of  the  latter  in  the  reference  will 
also  be  transliterated.

The  compositor  is  expected  on  taking  out  copy 
to  see  that  the  cards  are  in  proper  alphabetical 
order ;  also,  that  the  same  "credit",  occurring  two 
or  more  times  consecutively,  being  given  in  full 
in  the  first,  is  changed  to  "  Ibid."  in  subsequent 
cards.

A  lead  is  not  inserted  between  the  ending  of 
Brevier  (small  cap.,  subject)  cards  and  the  begin- 
ning of  Nonpareil  (journal)  cards,  unless  a  note 
accompanies  the  last  of  the  Brevier  cards.  The 
following  example  will  explain  this  clearly  :

with  one  blue  cross  must  be  set  in  Brevier,  and 
those  with  two  blue  crosses  in  Nonpareil,  as  in 
the  regular  subject  cards.
